He also informed the
deputies that the ambassndors of  Ruassie,
Frauce, and Englaod af Consiuntinople sup-
poried the Tarkish preiensions that the Greek
Governw®it ouglit to put a stpp Lo open re-
croltiug for the purpose of invading provinces of
the Oitoman cmpire, that it oughit 1o disarm the
blockade~runners fittod out In the port ol Syra,
ana proteet the Oretnn relugees who desired to
tetnrn bome fiom the maobs that opposed thelr
embarkation.  Bot the Mimster of Forelzn
Aflairs bonsted that e bad replied to the pro-
tecting powers in the same terms ol decined
yefusal as in bis written npswer o ihe Ottoman
Minister. Other fricudly powers hid given their
ndvice that o rupture conld and ought to be
uvoided, but the answer ol the Government was
that pothiag could be yielded (o a demand of
Tarkey without dishonor to Greece. The nae
tivn would be degraded by any concession
to & Torkish uolttoatom. The Minister
coucludad his specch to the Chamber by abjur-
ing Greeks Lo unite trmly in the present eritieal
purition ot thelr neticual nidairs in order to
pricg the contest with the Ottomwan empire 1o o
victorious end, Most of the members evidently
belleve that o rupture with Turkey will, on the
whole, be rather beneticinl Lo Greece thun other-
wige, It will bring the CUrctan diflicaity to o
termination, and, they believe, will hasten the
apnexdation of theislnnd o the Hellenie king-
dom. The enthusism of the peeple sawikeund
and the smothersd bateed of the Ovthodox to
the Mussulmaus i burstiog forth vigoroosly.”

with two rifled guns -ud ammuouinon, were
carried from Kiwolos tw Prassonesl, vear the
southeastern cape of Crete,  And on Baturday,
Decvmber 12, u large quautity of ammunition
was landed a1 Psurephorda, furiher west o the
provioee of Ruizokustron. Extraordioary ex-
ertiongs have boen made and money has been
employed, snd appatently very judiciously
lavichend, to afford & pretext for weserting thut
tbhe lusurrection bus again become generul.

Last Monday, the 14th, the Eaosls returued to
Byra, baving encceeacd in all ber operations
with great skl and daring. Her eolrance into

ort was attended by an engace neut with two
g‘nlkian phips, of which the capimn gives the

the surgenta in Crele. Hoburt Pasha eent a
communication t0 the nomnich (prefecl) ol
Ssra,  which  states  the facis ol  the
epgagement somewbat diferently from the
report of the enotaly of the Encsts, He informs
the nomarch thesa about 8 A, M. he obgerved
that the KEnosis, after bhuving been pabtlely
fitfed out with Armsireng guvs wm the port
of Byra, was, he believed, returning from laad.
ing & lavge body of armed Greeks to nssist the
lusurrection in Crete, When he was six miles
distant from Jand he ordered the lzzedin to fire
% gun without shot as an order to the Euosis to
bring to, but at the first blaok dre or the lzzedin
the Enosis repided with a shotted gun. Toe ball
#trock the Admiral’s ship nad suattered two
bouts. Tue Izzedin then fired showted guaus,
and pursued the Enosis 10 within foar miles ol
the port. Toe flagebip followed, anchored,
and the Admiral seut a Jetler to the nomarch

demanding that the Eoosls shouald be
gequestered ws a pirate aud ber process
made, and that the vomarch should ot

encrgetionlly aud without deiny. Hobart Pasha
observes that the Evnoste has, durng the last
two years, while engaged lu blockade-runuing,
repeatedly violated the law of nations, and 1s
now cxught fn an act of piracy which calis for
legal panishmernt, Ho concludes by demanding
a strict judicial investigation in the presence of
the Buropean consuls at Syra. The nomarch
and the consals Immediately sent off un express
steamer Lo Athens tor lnstroctions, and in the
meantime the Ottoman VieecAdmirul remains
auchored at the mouth of the port, to prevent
the srmed blockade-runuers, Eno-is and Crete,
from escaping to sea. At Athens King George
had slready accepted the alternutive of a rop -
ture as univoldable,

Duopecan, Captaln Randall, sasled from St John,
N. B, tor Liverpool, on the 2d ualtimo, with a
jull eargo snd a deck lond ol deals, Tmmedintely
atter leaving porishe enconntered tearlalwesthor
which continued np to the 10th, when it blew a
hurricane from N. N. W. At night there was a
tremendons gen ropoine, and a heavy storm of
ruin and baml, almost every sen pooplvg the
ship. The cabin pkylight wis wasbhed away and
the eabin Olled with water, \he stores peing
washed about in ol directione. The ship was
s1ill running betora the wind and sea; the cabin
wos foll of water; wld the clothiog, nauatical
inrtruments, ete,, were destroyed, and every sen
broke over the ship, which was st becoming
witer-logged, and  steered very badly, An
nutempt wus made to throw the deck -load over.
board, und two of the crew were washied away,
The remainder of the seamen were then lushed
to the standiog riggmng, Atd4 P, M., on the 11th,
the ehip pooped ntremendous sen, which cleared
the proo of everything, carrymg wwny all the
boate, hurricsne deck-house. the wheel, wheol-
chune, four of the crew from the wheel, the
capiain, his wile, Infant son, and s miule passen-
ver, The slery was knocked in, sud the poop
deck torn up. ‘Ilm ship then broseued to, spht
three lower topsatls, and Jay on her port beam
erds, the sen breakiog over amd washing a4 wuy
the deek load. The sarviviug erew took to the
fore-rigging, snd afterwards to tbhe top-gallant
torecustle, AL T Po M. the ship fe!l over on her
broadside, with her masts wod yards In the
water. The fore and main topmast wese earried
IIWIIF, a8 was also the mizeenmast, with all the
yorde; the decks were ewept of everything, and
the port side torn up. The sbip then righted,
huving her foremast and mainmast standio ;,
but three ot th: crew were drowned.

From the London Sun December 24,

Captain Robinsoun, of the iron steamer Mar
mora, of Harntlepool, bound from Cardill to
Bapgor, United States, with 1000 toos railway
iron, arrived in the Bhamion on Monday. Four
of the crew were in o deplorable condition,
belpg dreadfully wonoded, arising from iojories
rustalved at sea in the gale of the 14th instant
aud following days, when 1he steamer was
veriously damuged, sud had @ narrow escape of
gomg down, owlag to the davgerons nature of
the eargo. The Marmora left Cardill on the 5th
Instant, aud expertenced very severe westher
up to the ldth, when, as far west as twenty

deprees, she eucoantered the full force ot one ot
the most  violent  slorins  ever ex-
perienced. The  gale  was territic  in

the extreme, and raged with fury lor some
days, theship, erew, and cargo belog complewely
nt%'a mwerey, while the ses wiusbed over ber (o
such a height ue to tloat the iiteboats lushed to
the davite, The hows of the steamer were stove
in, and the bulwarks sbhivered to atoms: the
bridge aopd deck-bouse were totwlly cartied
uway, and everything on the deck fell a prey to
the violeuce of wind and witer. The plate bows
baviong given way, it was feared the Marmora
would have gone to pieces, bat she was kept
well before the wind us the only chunce ieft,
The sutferings endured by the seamen upon the
ocension were extreme,  As the stenmer dipped
and tossed on the ocean the railwuy iron was
heaved agaiust the decks, completely driving
them up, and the sleawer was looked upon as

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE.
THE HILL MURDER.

Case of George 8. Twitchell, Jr.

Motion for a New Trial,

Counror OYER AXD TERMINER —~Judges Alll-
sop, Ludlow, Pelr and HBrewster.—ofore a
fali'bench this morning the conasel for Georgs
H. Twitehell, Jr., nnd the Disiriol Attorneys
appeared to Aargue the mollon made for 4 new
trlal of bis case, The prisoner sat lo the dosk
attended by his futher and his Irlend, Mr.
McCully, and appeared to be In rather low
gpiritse, In additlon to the reasons alroady
filed in support of the motion, the following
were presented this moining:—

14 Beokuse the jury woere not empancllied and
sworn accordiog to inw,

14, HBecanste the Conrt wonld not permit the
pilsoner to withdraw his peremptocy cual-
lenge a8 sgalnst John Thoraton.

15 Becnuse the Court admitted statomonts
of witnesres whloh weres not evidencs, and
subkequently sought to cure the error, the
breguiarity, by instructipg the Jury to dlsre-
gard them,

18 Because the Court admittad as evidanas of
defendnnt belng pressed for money the state-
ment of Mra, Hiil 1o Joseph CHivert, that thie
defendant and his wife had robbed her,

17. Beeausa the Couart admitted evidence of
Lhe condition of prisoner’s balanos in bank, Lo
Iinfer molive, ete., upon Lthe assuarance that it
wonld be followed by showing his lnabllity to
pay his reot, whioh latter fact the Comamon-
wialth iterly tnlled to show,

18, Beoguse the Qourt refused to allow the
prisoner 10 show that on the Monday bafore
the murder he was ohesrfal, and not despoud-
ent, to rebut the presumpiion that he was
pressed.

19, Bosanse the Qonrt refussd to allow Lhe
prisoper to aske the witness Laue wont he dud
say,niler baving parmitted the Commoawanlth
to askk him what he did not say.

20, Because the Conrt réfased to permlit the
prisoner Lo prove by Dr, Gross that he had
formed an opinlon basel upon exneriments
recently made that the poker could not have
imflicted the woonds, although ssked by the
priroper to state in his auswer the thickness of
the skulls experimentsd upon, relatively tothe
avernge thickness of the human sknll

21. Hecause the Oourt refussd to permit the
priconer to show the result of sald experi-
meita,

22, Because the Court sdmit'ed the evidencn
of Willlum J. Post, to show ‘that at or aboat
thetlme spokenof by the defendant’s vitnesy
(Aligel), and immediately before, nothing nnu-
#tal oceurred wbout the pramilses situated ot
the nort heastcorner of Tenthand Ploastres's,”
which testimony was admitted by a divided
vonrt, and which sald testimony threw no
Hght npon the testimony of Aliget, but was cal-
cualatea 1o mislead tue jury.

28, After-discovered testlimony,

Mr. O'Byrne commenced the argument in
behalf of the prisoner, saying that v could not
bo denled Lthatbthis wnda a onse of great public
importance, in which the feellog of the enm-
muuity was, with the ald ot the press, worked
up to a high piteh, and of the Lwelve jurors who
were sworn to try ihe prisoner by the evidence
nlone, nine of them cotered the box wikh pre-
conecelved aplolons of hisi gullt or
innocence, u  lbe prescnce  of  these
fagls, It was highly proper thatthe Conrtshould
have lald 118 strobvg arm apon the Comniiae
wealth's oflicer ana restrained nim from warns
ing Ine jury agalnst dlsappolntlng pablie ex-
pectation, and from invoking pubiie opinion
10 ald him in obtalning & verdlel of guallty,
He shiould have been forbidden to say that
elght or nipe hundred thougand parsong ware
anxlously awslting the resualt of tuls
trinl; and if theie wns a miscarringe
of public Justice Ing it a heavy respons'bilily
would rest upon some one, When the i .rlot
Atlorney gpoke of & miscarriage of publio jog.
tice, everybody must have known exactly what
hemeant, Anda little Incldent, which, ofgourse,
Lthe Disirict Atlorney could not have prevented,
was suficlent Lo satisfy Lhe Court that the
mosl improper Influences were brought 1o bear
upon the jury lo thelr conslderation of the
case: and Lhis incldent was the disgracefal ont.
burst of applause from the audlence that
greeted the concluslon of Mr. Sneppard’'s
speech. This of leelf should Indace the Coart,
throngh merey Lo the prssoner and & desira Lo
gecure Lo every one a falr and impartial trial,
to et aslde the verdlel in tnls ease.

“There 18 no gquestion ralsed here on either
slde to warrant me 1o troubling you with defl-
uitlons of the various grades of homiclde.”
This was s parograph in the enarge of the Court
which should be dismissed, and shounld work
tha success of Lhis motion. The learned Judges
took 1L for granted thal Lhe prisoner’s connsel
bud agrecd that Il the killing of Mra, LIl was
any offense nt all, 1t was murder 1n the
first degree, and said to the jury ln terms that
they were not Lo consider the degree of erlme,
but were ounly Lo say whether tue prisoaer
was gullly or not gulity, for the rest hada besn
arrapged by the Uouarf., HBuat the prisoner's
counsel bad admilled nothlng; they wers no' ln
a positlon lo sdmit soythiog, and therefore
it was error in the Court to lufer any admission
from them that might work to the prisoner’s
detriment, Il was valn toargae that the Jadge
WAS ore cowpetent to Ax the degree than tna
Jury; it was his du'y Lo lustruot Lhe jury as to
the nature of the different grades, and leave
them to apply the facis and say which had been
committed,

As to the specification that In charging the
Jjury in r:-;fam Lo experlmenta made Lo Lest the
transmissibllity of sonnd through Mre 1uL's
house the Judge Inlled to ouoch upon that of
Oftieer Thorp in favor of the prisoner, no law
was oited, but the fact was of vital lmportanoe
to the defense, sud the Judge's omission Lo glve
him the benefit of It was an error.

The Conrt erredsyn charglog the jury that a
‘drop” of blood had been found wpon the
blanket in defendant’'s room, far there was no
such evidence in the oase, Taere was testimony
in regard to a “spol’’ of blood, the diftsrence
belween whioh aud a “drop,” in view of Lhe
peculinr issue ln this case reapecting coagnlated
and fMuoid blood, was of vital importance,

The Court erred In charglog the jury In lan-
fuege which necessarily left the inference that
the defense wished w account for the blood
upon the prisoner's shirt and enily by the alle-
rallun that he 70!. it by earrying Ip the body
rom Lhe yard; forthe theory of Lhe defense was
greatly different from that, they sonlending
that the biood gol upon these articles from Lhe
other garmenis worn by the priscner.

The assigument Lthat the Court fdixed the hour
for ibe commission of the muorder was dwell
upon long and sarnestly, as & most vital error,
Each specifioalion was gone over by the
Apenker, whose argument had uot, at the cloge
of our report, baen conoluded,
